The order says that, until 
further notice, no “alien enemy” 
will be permitted to change his 
name without a special permit 
from the Secretary of State. This 
order is aimed at German spies.

Fear, Then Reaction. 
Within two hours the whole city had 


heard the news. The populace began 
to move toward the railroad station. 
By the afternoon the wide Avenue de 
Keyser, leading to the Gare Central, 
was a mass of slowly moving human- 
ity. Men and women carried other men 
and women on their backs—the latter 
3 »yre the maimed, the crippled, of whom 
there are s0 many in this densely pop- 
ulated section. Imbeciles and even 
lunatics there were in the crowd, all 
being taken care of by friendly hands. 
The station was filled, but before 
nightfall there was a reaction. The 
word went forth that British guns and 
British troops would win the day, and 
many of those who had been weeping 
and wringing their hands in the after- 
noon, were back in the cafes, laughing 
and chatting, by sundown. 

Then came the rumor: of a Zeppelin 
visit, and panic again seized the popu- 
lace. The shops were all closed, all 
lights. were extinguished, and whole 
families huddled in the cellars of their 
homes. Throughout the night they 
stayed thus, shivering with fear, and 
in the morning they learned that there 
had been no Zeppelin. 

Then came the Zeppelins in fact, 
dropping a dozen or more bombs, 
wrecking several houses and killing a 
score or more of people. The shells 
from the siege guns began to whistle 
over the city this morning too, and to- 
day the flight of fugitives from Ant- 
werp was by river, rail and road. 

Yet as fast as they went out, others 
came in, the refugees from the stricken 
district between the inner and outer 
forte. Of the eighty or more villages 
that crowded this plain, fully have 
been burned or battered down already 
by shell fire. All the people are mov- 
ing inte the oity, carrying all they have 
peen able to rescue with them. From 
the city ene can see the smoke of half 
a dozen burning villages. 


The roar of the guns is becoming an 
accustomed sound te the people of Ant- 
werp, but they still watch the practice 
shooting which both sides engage in, 
against the captive balloons that have 
been sent up to help the range finders. 
And the aeroplanes, of which several 
are constantly in the air, are something 
to which Antwerp mind has also be- 
come used. 

The military men shake their heads 
when they are asked if Antwerp can 
hold out for long—they cannct venture 
to prophesy. But the civilian mind is 
stirred by the story that the Kaiser has 
offered an Iron Cross decoration and 
$5000 in cash to the first soldier who sets 
foot tn Antwerp itself.

Should the Germans occupy Antwerp 
they will find no ships there with which 
to operate a transport service, for yes- 
terday the boilers in all the German 
vessels which were held at the docks 
since the war began were biown up, 
and all these vessels were sunk. Neu- 
tral vessels will not be available to the 
Germans. All British, French and 
Belgian shipping has left the port.

AUSTRIANS ANNOUNCE 
VICTORY IN GALICIA 


Vienna Reports Successes 
West of Przemysl and 
Along the San—Entrench- 
ments at Przemysl Cap- 
tured by the Russians. 


PETROGRAD, Oct. 8 via London.— 
Russian observers of the operations 
along the Prussian frontier express the 
opinion today that the Germans, who 
were driven back during the fighting of 
the last three days in this field of op- 
erations, are now concentrating their 
forces in three defensive positions to 
the west and northwest of Suwalki in 
a desperate effort to protect Marggra- 
bowa, an important railroad center 15 
miles north of Lyck, which commands 
lines of communication in all directions 
and the loss of which would, it is ar- 
gued here, preclude further German ac- 
tivity in this region. 

In spite of the difficulty of attack on 
account of the chain of lakes and the 
wretched roads, the Russian assaults 
day and night have, according to Petro- 
grad newspapers, shaken the German 
resistance at this tmportant point. The 
enemy, in a movement amounting to a 
retreat, has withdrawn his siege guns 
and other artillery from Bakalarzewo 
almost as far as Marggrabowa (Baka- 
larzewo is 10 miles northeast of Marg- 
grabowa and 15 miles west of Suwalki). 

The military expert of the Novoe 
Vremya says that in this move from 
Bakalarzewo, the Germans have lost 
their last trump in the game along the 
East Prussian frontier. 

The capture of Austrian intrench- 
ments at Przmysl is regarded here as 
the most important step up to the pres- 
ent time in the series of actions in this 
vicinity, to which alternate bombard- 
ments and gradual advances along a 
series of fortified trenches have given 
the character of a regular siege. 


Berlin Announces Russian’s Columa 
Has Reached Lyck. 
LONDON, Oct. 9.—An official state- 
ment issued in Berlin, which is con- 
tained in a Reuter dispatch from Am- 

sterdam, says: 

‘In the East the Russian column is 
marching from Lomza (Russian Poland) 
and has reached Lyck (in East Prussia 
just beyond the frontier and almost di- 
rectly west from Augustowo).” 


Vienna Announces Austrian Victories 
West of Praemysl. 

VIPNNA, Oct. 8 via Amsterdam and 
London, Oct. 9.—The following official 
announcement signed by Gen. Hoefer. 
deputy chief of the general staff, was 
given out at Vienna today: 

“Our troops have made further ad- 
vances and yesterday they repulsed the 
enemy on the road to Preemysil, near 
Baryoz, west of Dynow. Prsezson has 
been recaptured and guns have been 
taken. (Dynow is about 3% miles west 
of Przemysl. Prszezson probably means 
Brzazon, which is just southwest of 
Dynow.) 

‘In the territory between the River 
Vistula and the River San We took many 
prisoners from the fleeing Russians. 

“The renewed violent attacks on 
Przemysl have been splendidly repulsed 
and the enemy's dead and wounded were 
counted by the thousand. 

“We have had victorious battles at 
Szigot, in Marmaros County, Hungary. 

The landsturm and 
the Polish legionaries rivaled each other 
in gallantry.” 


Russians Announce Captere of Town 
Southwest of Cracew. 

PETROGRAD, Oct. 9.—An official 
communication issued from general 
headquarters, yesterday, says: 

“The fighting on the Bast Prussian 
frontier continued on October 7, with 
the same ferocity. In spite of Ger- 
man reinforcements, all their at- 
tacks in the regton of Wirbalien

Official Report Declares Germans Will Not Face 
Heavy Fire When There Is Not Direct Per- 
sonal Leadership — British Aviators Have 
Averaged 2000 Miles a Day, Spending 1400 
Hours in Arr.

LONDON, Oct. 9, 11 A. M—The Official Bureau today gives an eye- 
witness’ narrative of operations in France, supplementing that made public 
on Oct. 3. It follows: 

“Wednesday, the 30th of September, merely marked another day's 
progress in the gradual development of the situation and was distinguished 
by no activity beyond slight attacks by the enemy. There was also artil- 
lery fire at intervals. 

“One of our airmen succeeded in dropping nine bombs, some of which 
fell on the enemy’s rolling stock collected on the railway at Laone. Some 
of the enemy’s front trenches were found empty at night, but nothing much 
can be deduced from this fact, for they are frequently evacuated in this 
way, no doubt to prevent the men in the back lines from firing on their 
eomrades in front of them. 


French Aviator Drops Bombs on Troops Near Station. 


“Thursday, Oct. 1, was a most perfect autumn day and the most peace- 
ful since the two forces became engaged on the Aisne. There was only 
desultory gunfire. During the night the enemy made a few new trenches 
and a French aviator dropped one bomb on the railway station and three 
bombs on the troops massed near it. 

“The weather on Friday, the second, was very misty in the early hours 
and it continued hazy until late in the afternoon, becoming thicker again 
at night. The Germans were driven out of a mill, which they had occu- 
pied as an advanced post, their guns and machine guns which supported it 
being knocked out one by one by well-directed artillery fire from a flank. 
During the night they made the usual two attacks on the customary spot 
in our lines, and, as on previous occasions, were repulsed. 

“Up to the Sept. 21, the air mileage made by our airmen since the 
beginning of the war amounted to 87,000 miles, an average of 2000 miles a 
day, the total equaling nearly four times the circuit of the world. The 
total time spent in the air was 1400 hours. 

“There are many points connected with the fighting methods of either 
side that may be of interest." The following description was given by a bat- 
talion (1000 men) commander who has been at the front since the com- 
mencement of hostilities and has fought both in the — and behind en- 
trenchments. 


‘Germans Do Not Face Heavy Fire Without Leadership. 


“It must, however, be borne in mind that it only represents the ex- 
periences of a particular unit. It deals with the tactics of the enemy's 
infantry: 

“The important points to watch are the heads of valleys and ravines 
and woeds, especially those on the sides of hollow ground and all dead 
ground to the front and flank. The German officers are skilled in leading 
troops forward under cover in closed bodies, but once the latter are de- 
ployed and there is no longer the direct, personal leadership, the men will 
not face heavy fire. Sometimes the advance is made in a series of lines 
with the men well opened out at intervals of five or six paces; at others 
it is made in lines with the men almost shoulder to shoulder. But it is 
followed in all cases by supports in close formation. The latter either 
waver when the front is checked or crowd on to it in moving forward under 
the orders of their officers and the mass forms a magnificent target. 

“Prisoners have described the fire of our troops as pinning them to 
the ground, and this is certainly borne out by their actions. 


British Take 400 Prisoners After Losing Only 70 Men. 


“When the Germans are not heavily entrenched no great losses are 
incurred in advancing against them by methods in which the British army 
has been instructed. For instance, in one attack over fairly open ground 
against about an equal force of infantry sheltered in a sunken road and in 
ditches we lost only 10 men killed and 60 wounded, while more than 400 of 
the enemy surrendered. 

’“After some men had been killed each side had the support of a bat- 
tery of artillery, but the fight for superiority of infantry fire took place at 
a range of about 700 yards and lasted only half an hour. By this time the 
Germans were wavering. Some of them put up white flags, but-others went 
on firing and our men continued to do the same. 

“Byentually, a large number of white flags, improvised from handker- 
chiefs, shirts, white biscuit bags, etc., were exhibited all along the line and 
many of the men hoisted their helmets on their rifles. 

“In the fighting behind entrenchments, the Germans endeavor to gain 
ground by making adcances in line at dusk or just before dawn and then 
digging themselves in, in the hope, no doubt, that they may eventually get 
80 near as to be able, as during maneuvers, to reach the hostile trenches 
in a single rush. 


German Sharpshooters Often Found in Trees. 


“They never have succeeded in doing this against us. If by creeping 
up in dead ground, they do succeed in forwarding their position by night, 
they are easily driven back by fire in the morning. A few of the braver 
men sometimes remain behind at close ranges and endeavor to inflict losses 
by sniping. Sharpshooters also are often noted in trees or wriggling about 
wntil they get good cover. 

“The remedy is to take the initiative and detail men te deal with the

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BOMBARDMENT OF ARRAS 
WRECKS ANCIENT BELFRY

LONDON, Oct. 9.—The correspondent 
of the Telegraph, in the northweet of 
France, sends the following: 

“Refugees reaching the coast today 
from Arras report that the Germans 
Wednesday shelled the town, ruined the 
ancient belfry of the ancient Hotel de 
Ville (town hall) and sent several! shells 
into the cathedral. Whether the shell 
fire damaged Rubens’ picture “The De- 
scent from the Cross,”’ and other works 
of art, can not be learned. The wrecked 
belfry was the greatest ornament of 
the town. 

“There has been ‘ighting around Arras 
for several days. An enormous Ger- 
man force gathered on the plain east 
of Arras ‘ast Saturday. The attack 
began Monday, and the heaviest fight 
ing was on Tuesday and Wednesday. 
The early bombardment did small dam- 
age, but the shells Wednesday spread 
wholesale death and destruction. Many 
of the citizens had fled the town, on 
the urgent advice of the authorities.

French Shoot Well.

They 
keep a sharp watch, open fire as soon 
as they see dust rising, even at great 
distances, where they can reckon only 
on moral effect. They must also have 
excellent information at their disposal 
Their ammunition supply is well looked 
after. A cessation of fire because of 
lack of ammunition almost never oc- 
curs. This is the more remarkable be- 
cause of their system of firing, in which 
they seek out an area in which they 
assume the enemy to be present and 
simply deluge it with their fire. 

“Our heavy artillery has become tlie 
terror of the enemy, and the appearance 
of the ‘growler’ (the 16 4-5-inch mortar) 
is always joyfully welcomed by our 
troops. Its effect is fearful. I have 
seen two massive walls of a house pene- 
trated by it. The detonation breaks al! 
the windows in the vicinity. Where it 
strikes, the enemy are thrown to the 
ground by the air pressure. The bodies 
are terribly mangled and covered with 
a grayish-blue dust. Although our 
heavy artillery has no protective shield, 
it has repeatedly taken part in battles 
with direct fire and played a decisive 
part. 

“When our fire is effective, the French 
simply abandon their guns. If it is less 
effective, one notices that the guns are 
pulled out of the line of fire, while the 
ammunition wagons are left standing. 
They often succeed in limbering up with 
extraordinary quickness and getting into 
another position further back. The 
French fieldpiece, both as regards ef- 
fectiveness and the readiness with which 
it can be handled, must be considered 
good.”’

WOUND FEET OF GERMANS 


Effect of Missiles Hurled From Aeroplane F ound 


to Be Like Ordinary Stab Wound—No 
Evidence of Poison Appears.

the Munich military museum, there are 
two short iron arrows which were 
thrown on the German troops by Frencii 
airmen. They are u new weapon in 
modern warfare. The wounds inflicted 
by these arrows are described in a re- 
port by Assistant Surgeon Dr. Johann 
Volkmann to the Suciety of Physicians 
of Stuttgart. in which he says: 

“Wounds caused by these arrows are 
different from thcee caused by rifle 
fire, grenades, shrapnel shells and the 
bayonet, though they do not show any 
great differentiation from ordinary stab 
weunds.”’ 

A soldier wounded by such an arrow 
tells the following story. 

“Sept. ll, about 6 in the afternoon 
while our regiment was resting, tw» 
French aviators passed over us abou: 
120 to 1500 meters high. Suddenly 1! 
felt a smarting pa‘n in my right foox 
jist above the heel. When I looked at 
my foot I found an arrow sticking in it. 

“IT pulled it out at once. Twelve of 
my comrades had been hit by arrows of 
the same kind. One man was injured 
li: both legs. Another's foot was nailed 
to the ground, and an arrow went 
t:rough the cheek and mouth of an- 
other. A horse was struck just above 
one eye, 

“None of our wounds was serious, and 
therefore it did not take long to dress 
them. As far as possible, everybody 


crept under a wagon in order to shelter 
himeeif.”

shows a star-shaped figure. 

Owing to the reduction of metal at 
both ends, the arrows come whis- 
pointing forward, and owing to the 
speed of the aeroplanes, they have a 
large range, which in one case extend- 
ed over the space occupied by four com- 
panies. Each arrow weighs 16 grammes, 
so it is hardly possible to carry many 
of them, in addition to the other necer- 
sary things needed on aeroplanes. 
Therefore, a truly effective bombard- 
ment is impossible.

PRESIDENT SEES 


LITTLE DANGER OF 


Thinks Wide Distribution of 
$150,000,000 Pool Would 
Insure Safety. 


WADE EXPLAINS HIS PLAN 


St. Louis Banker Meets Reserve 
Board Members and Other 
Financiers at Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Plans for the 
proposed cotton loan fund,of $150,000,000 
were up for discussion today by a com- 
mittee of the Federal Reserve Board 
and Festus J. Wade of St. Louis and 
other bankers. 

Details of the plan, drawn up by Mr. 
Wade to relieve the cotton crisis, were 
laid before the board committee by him. 
Gov. Hamlin, Paul M. Warburg and W. 
P. G. Harding are the members of the 
committee. It was believed that Wade 
and the other visiting bankers would be 
received later in the day by President 
Wilson, who approves the proposed pool. 

Mr. Wilson is not inclined to believe 
that the loan of the $150,000,000 to cotton 
planters would cause danger of a ‘“‘cot- 
ton corner,” for he thinks subscriptions 
to the pool will be widely enough dis- 
tributed to prevent anything of this 
kind. 

Serious Stage Yet to Come. 

He is of the opinion that the cotton 
crisis can not be fully met as the war is 
entirely responsible for it and until the 
conflict is ended the market for cotton 
will be greatly limited. The President 
roints out that the most serious stage 
of the situation is yet to come, as ex- 
cept in Texas the crops have not been 
gathered. 

Wade's plan provides that the fund 
be formed by subscriptions from na- 
tional and state banks and trust com- 
panies, merchants and manufacturers 
in all parts of the country. A large 
firm, aided by an advisory committee 
of bankers and cotton men, is to have 
charge of the pool. 

It is proposed that at least 100 finan- 
cial centers be called on to subscribe, 
to furnish storage facilities for sur- 
plus cotton and to issue uniform nego- 
tlable warehouse receipts which will be 
used as collateral. Banks in various 
sections of the South will be desig- 
nated as agencies of the syndicate to 
handle the loans. 

Security Provided. 

To each institution making a ioan 
will be given the notes of the borrow- 
ers together with the warehouse re- 
ceipt and insurance on the cotton in 
favor of the loaning bank. 

The loaning bank would obtain the 
money for forwarding the notes and 
warehouse receipts to the nearest 
agency of the syndicate, which would 
rediscount the notes and reimburse 
itself by drawing on the syndicate. 

It is planned that loans shall be made 
payable one year after date, or earlier, 
at the borrower’s option. The agency 
bank is to have the right of extending 
the loan six months, and for another 
six months with the consent of the 
syndicate managers. An interest rate 
of 7 per cent a year is proposed.

Joint British-American Cotton Val- 
orization Plan Suggested. 
LONDON, Oct. 9.—Sir Charles Wright 
Macara, president of the Federation of 
Master Cotton Spinners and Manufac- 
turers, has suggested a joint valoriza- 
tion effort by the British and the Amer- 
ican Governments to take over the sur- 
plus raw cotton in the United States 
and create raw cotton prices now and 

in future. 

The suggestion was made yesterday 
at a luncheon attended by Warl Grey, 
former Governor-General of Canada; 
Sir George H. Reid, High Commission- 
er for Australia, and representatives of 
all other English possessions, who plan 
to establish an institute of industry and 
commerce under which England will be 
able to foster trade between the differ- 
ent parts of the empire. 

By creating a cotton reserve, 3S'r 
Charles said, the two Governments 
could protect from appalling disaster 
millions of people engaged in the grow- 
ing, handling and manufacturing of 
cotton, with the possibility of no ulti- 
mate loss. 

Such a project, according to the speak- 
er, might involve $300,000,000 to $350,000,- 


000.

RATES 1S PROPOSED 


Southwestern Lines File With 
Commission First of General 
Increases Sought. 


By Associated Press. 

WaSHINGTON, Oct. 
of 10 cents a ton in the freight rates 
on coal, proposed by the southwestern 
railroads, was filed today with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

Unless suspended by the commission 
the increase will become effective Dec. 
1. 

The increase is to apply on shipments 
of coal from points in Arkansas, Ok- 
lahoma, Louisiana, Mississippi, New 
Mexico and Texas to all destinations in 
the Southwest and South. An advance 
of a similar amount on coal and coke 
is proposed from Southern Illinois 
points and all Mississippi River trans- 
fer points including Cairo and Hast Bt. 
Louis, Ill., Memphis, Tenn., Vicksburg, 
Miss., and New Orleans, La., to all des- 
tinations in Texas. 

These increases are understood to be 
the first filings of the lines west of 
the Mississippi River of a proposed gen- 
eral advance in commodity freight 
rates which the western roads con- 
template submitting to the commission 
during this month to become effective 
on or about Dec. 1. The probability i 
the advances generally will be sus- 
pended pending a hearing. 

Practically complete tariffs have been 
filed by the railroads operating in Cen- 
tral Freight Association territory, mak- 
ing an advance of 5 per cent in the 
freight rates on interstate traffic in the 
territory bounded by an imaginary line 
running north and south just east of 
Pittsburg and Buffalo and the Missis- 
sippi and Ohio rivers. 

The increases will affect all 
state traffic except that in coal, coke, 
iron ore, cement, brick, tile, clay, 
starch, plaster and such other traffic 
as may be controlled by specific unex- 
pired orders of the commission. 

Each one of the tariffs filed bears a 
notation that it is in conformity with 
the orders and decisions of the commis- 
sion promulgated in the advance rate 
case on Aug. 1.

DEPARTMENT BiG 
REVENUE GETTER 


It Has Paid $327,250.64 Into 
General Fund During Eight 
Months, Report Shows. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 9.—An examina- 
tion into the State Insurance Depart- 
ment shows that the Insurance business 
in Kansas is steadily increasing. It 
shows that this department is bearing a 
large portion of the expenses of running 


the State Government. During the first 


eight months of this year the depart- 
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ment collected $407,388.64, an Increase of 
$21,872.15 over the receipts for the same 
period in 1913. 

Of the $407,388.64 collected, $327,250.64 
went into the general revenue fund of 
the State. This amount would more 
than pay the running expenses of the 
following State departments for an en- 
tire year: Executive Department, Secre- 
tary of State, State Auditor, Treasurer, 
Attorney-General, Superintendent of 
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rurance, Public Utilities Commission, 
State printing office, Bank Commission- 
of all the institutions under *his board, 
«er, Board of Ccutrol and superintendents 
State Accountant, State Architect, Fish 
and Game Warden, Employment Bureau, 
Livestock Commission, Ol] Inspector, 
Salaries of the presidents of the State 
Agricultural College, Emporia Normal, 
and chancellor of the State University, 
Warden of the penitentiary, superintend- 
ent of the State reformatory, State 
Board of Health, Board of Agriculture, 
Historical Society, Bureau of Labor and 
Mining, State Library, Traveling Library 
Commission, together with the salaries 
of the Justices of the Supreme Court 
and all the offices and clerks connected 
with the court. 


“It is a fact,’’ said one or tne officials 
In the department, in answer to a ques- 
tion, “that the people of the State are 
not getting the most that they should 
in efficiency out of the insurance de- 
partment. Too large a share of their 
receipts are required to help pay other 
State expenses. The department fs run 
at a cost of $12,000 a year. We need 
an engineer to make inspections of wa- 
terworks systems in various towns. We 
need an actuary to pass on the securi- 
ties and other phases of the tnsurance 
companies in the State. The department 
is a money maker for the State, all 
right, but some of the money should be 
spent in improving the efficiency of the 
department itself.’’ 

In his biennial report to the next 
Legislature Supt. I. S&S Lewis has rec-

FEATURE OF SHOW 


Large Attendance of Out-of- 
Town Dealers and Prospective 
Purchasers Continues. 


The attendance of out-of-town dealers 
and prospective automobile purchasers 
at the eighth annual automobile show 
at Forest Park Highlands continues to 
be large and an official predicted today 
that the show would be one of the most 
successful in the number of machines 
sold and new out-of-town agencies 
established. 

Eastern manufacturers, realizing the 
rapid development of the automobile 
industry in the West, have more expert 
factory men in attendance than in pre- 
vious years. 

Car load lots are being sold to out-of- 
town dealers. H. F. Fahrenkrog of the 
Kardell Motor Kar Co., distributor of 
the Reo and Chevrolet; Joseph A. 
Schlecht of the Mound City Buggy Co., 
distributors of the Jackson and Alien, 
and the Johnson Automobile Co. have 
reported the placing of several car load 
lots. 

Allen Salesmanager Here. 
J. E. Wright, second vice president 
and salesmanager of the Allen Motor 
Car Co., arrived in St. Louis Thursday 
to spend the remainder of the week 
with the Mound City Buggy Co., dis- 
tributors of the car. This is the initial 
appearance of this line in St. Louis. It 
consists of four models, the ‘33’ road- 
ster at $875, the ‘‘34’’ at $895, the ‘'35"’ at 
$1095 and the ‘40 at $1395, all built in 
either touring cars or roadster types. 
Features of these cars are the long- 
stroke, small-bore motors, with in- 
creased power for cars of their size. 
While here Wright will meet the sub- 
distributors of Missouri, Arkansas and 
Southern and Western Illinois. 
The J. I. Case Co. is showing the 1915 
Case ‘35."" It is a special car, finished 
in maroon, and of the five-passenger 
touring type. 
A feature of the Franklin exhibit is 
the stripped chassis showing the con- 
struction o f the Franklin and all of the 
working parts. This is the only type of 
air-cooled car at the show. The car is 
unique in construction in that it has a 
wooden frame. Housing differential 
case and gear boxes, along with all 
other possible parts, are made fromm 
aluminum, The open chassis is a work- 
ing model, power being furnished by an 
electric motor. This feature is for the 
purpose of showing the cooling system 
and the lightness of the car. 


Coal Truck of White Company. 


The White Motor Co. is showing a 
five-ton dump truck specially adapted 
for handling coal. This body is me- 


| chanically dumped by its own power in 


4 seconds. This is another working ex- 
hibit, power being furnished by elec- 
tricity owing to the fact that the in- 
surance regulations prohibit the use of 
gasoline in any of the exhibit cars. 
Rapp and Moller are showing a combi- 
nation pallbearers’ and ambulance car, 
recently bullt for Peetz Bros. This 
body is a departure from the ordinary 
type of these cars. It seats 10 persons 
when used as a passenger conveyance. 
The seats are removed when used as an 
ambulance. The upholstery is of Span- 
ish leather, with imported whip cord 
headlines. Appointments are complete, 
and include an electric dome light and 
a radiator for warming the car in win- 
ter. 

The first of the new Packard inside 
drives to be shown in St. Louis is in 
the Halsey Automobile Co.’s space. This 
body is known as a Salon brougham, 
has a single compartment and seats five 
persons, the front seats being of the 
bucket type, with a passageway be- 
tween. The extremely wide doors and 
windows are features in its construc- 
tion. The upholstery, of light gray, to 
match the body panels, is of a particu- 
larly smart French material, having a 
basket wicker effect. The driver's seat 
is in black-grained hand-buffed leather. 


Has Record Sales. 


Joseph A, Schlecht of the Mound City 
Buggy Co. reports the largest sales of 
any exhibitor thus far. Mr. Schiecht 
sold a car load of Allen and Jackson 
automobiles to the representative of the 
Mound City Buggy Co. at Kelso, Mo.:

Declares Former Miss Hanan, 
Suing for Annulment, Gave 
Husband Spending Money. 
DURAZZO MAKES ANSWER 
Asserts Wife’s Sister - in - Law 


Knew of His Peculations Be- 
fore Marriage Took Place. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—Oh, no, says the 
Duke Arturo di Majo Durazzo, youth- 
ful husband of the middle-aged sister 
of John H. Hanan, the millionaire shoe 
man, Oh, no, indeed! His marriage to 
Migs Wiisabeth Frances Hanan should 
not be annulled on the ground that he 
concealed the fact that, previous to the 
ceremony, he had been convicted of lar- 
ceny in France and had been sentenced 
to a term of imprisonment. 

Oh, no, for several reasons which he 
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[consent to the marriage. Here is the 
way it all came about: 

“In October, 1911, [| was somewhat 
surprised when the Duke came to me 
and asked for the privilege of address- 
ing my sister. He told me he had cor- 
responded with her for a year and that 
he wanted te marry her. 

“T told the Duke the question ef mar- 
riage was a very serious one, and add- 
ed, ‘If you will anawer certain questions 
I will consider the matter.’ 

“He said he welcomed questioning 
and I had him investigated. Satisfied 
he came of a good family, I asked the 
Duke if his record was clean. He as- 
sured me it was. He pressed his suit 
until January, 1914, und then my sister 
accepted him. 

“Even then I was suspicious. When 
it came to the question of a marriage 
settlement I insisted that the Duke 
waive all property rights, which he did. 

“My wife, with a woman's intuition, 
opposed the match. I really believe my 
sister accepted the Duke because she 
pitied him. Soon after the marriage 
the Duke began treating his bride cru- 
elly. He tried to get money from her, 
but she gave him no more than enough 
to live on—and so, it might be said, he 
existed as a sort of household pet. As 
to sums of money—bah! She was too 
sensible for that.’*

It is perfectly feasible to secure tax re- 
form without resorting to the single tax to 
which some people are opposed. Every parcel of 
land within the limits of St. Louis has a value, 
and that value should be determined for the 
purposes of assessment by some fixed rule such 
as the unit foot. At present this valuation is 
Jargely a subject of guesswork on the part of 
the assessing officers, and where there are a 
number of these officers there are various kinds 
of guesses employed. St. Louis is in a position 
#t® reform the method of assessing property if 
‘the officials should decide to do so. But take 
| City for instance; under the system now 
in vogue there the assessor of Jackson County 
fixes the valuation and the city assessor is, by 
law, obliged to copy his figures. 

It seems to me that each city in the State of 
Missouri ought to be in a position where it 
may @leect ite own assessor and direct how its 
Jands shall be valued for the purposes of assess- 
ment. Those who are advocating amendment No. 
1 may learn something on the subject of realty 
valuation by turning to the State of Texas and 
ascertaining what the cities of Beaumont, Hous-

Surely they are not willing to condemn the new 
definition of national honor and rectitude em- 
bodied in the tolls exemption act. 

Surely they are not willing to undo the ercel- 
lent and just revision downward of the tariff 
schedules, nor the anti-trust acts, nor any of the 
valuable measures designed to meet financial and 
transportation emergencies caused by the war. 

Surely they do not want te step any of the wise 
measures outlined by the President for action in 
the next session of Congress. 

These things accomplished and in preparation 
are merely parts of an extraordinary program of 
good work. They suffice to suggest what a popu- 
lar vote at the polls adverse to the Wilson admin- 
istration would mean. 

In this crisis mere partisanship should be thrust 
aside for the public welfare. 

The American people should stand by the Presi- 
dent who has served them so well. They should 
hold up his hands. 


LORIMER’S INDICTMENT. 

The indictment of William Lorimer and four 
other officials of the La Salle Street National 
Bank, Chicago, will determine the issue whether 
great losses can be inflicted through the methods 
pursued by this bank without anybody being 
held to criminal responsibility for them. A 
similar issue is involved in the wreck of the 
Bankers’ Trust Co. of St. Louis. 


Mrs. Peixotto, the New York teacher who was 
removed because she became a mother, having 
lost her case before the Court of Appeals, has 
taken it before the State Commissioner of Educa- 
tion. And Mrs. Sara Breslow, another teacher 
guilty of breaking the Schoo! Board rule regarding 
motherhood,is also protesting against removal to 
the same authority. 

The public interest in these cases lies principal- 
ly in the fact that the New York Roard of Educa- 
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teachers, while it penalizes motherhood. Supt. 


Maxwell is reported as saying that married teach- 
ers of the female sex are more competent in- 
structors than the single; that they are more reg- 
ular at their work; that they understand chil- 
dren better and possess a deeper sympathy for 
them. This is reasonable and to be expected. 

A rule such as that which brought about the 
dismissal of these two teachers is against public 
policy, on more grounds than one. It should be 
abrogated. 


THAT ELECTRIC MULE 

Correcting a universal error of the press is a 
large order, a painful duty. But we hasten to un- 
dertake it out of love for truth and love for our 
brother journalists in St. Louls and New York 
and Ohicago and Boston and Philadelphia and 
everywhere, from Bangor to Santa Barbara. 

Brethren, we all told a big story the other day. 
That poor blind mule that we all made such a fuss 
about, that heroic Webb City hybrid that saved 
the lives of 50 miners after an explosion by lead- 
ing them out of the crumbling, burning mine— 
well, he was not a regular mule. We have just 
learned within the last 15 minutes that he, or it, 
was and is not a mule at all, but a heroic little 
piece of machinery that runs on a track, what 
miners call an electric mule. The miners in that 
accident just started up this faithful, noble, little 
engine and held on behind it till the splendid and 
fearless brute led them up the track to fresh air 
and safety. Cold, hard facts are so often, disas- 
trous to sentiment, and we had enjoyed so much 
an esteemed local afternoon contemporary’s sweet 
little editorial: 

Fifty trapped miners were led to light and 
life at Webb City by a blind mule, which lad 
done hard underground service for many 
years without intermission. This humble 
hybrid deserves to spend the balance of his 
days on green pastures of ease and by still 
waters of peace.

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KEEPING MONTIOHLLO AS A ‘‘HOME.’’ 

Sympathy must be felt with the view of Con- 
gressman Jefferson M. Levy relative to the future 
of Monticello, which he inherited from his uncle, 
Commodore Uriah P. Levy. He has a deep aver- 
sion to parting with the title, if it is to mean that 
the former home of Thomas Jefferson, built in 
1764, is to become a mere museum of relics of the 
founder of Democracy. 

It has been Mr. Levy’s aim to maintain this 
home as a “going concern,” as it were—a place of 
some utility with associations of present as well 
as past activity. The only weakening in his stead- 
fast refusal to sell the property is recorded in his 
reluctant consent to dispose of it to the Govern- 
ment for $500,000, conditioned on the understand- 
ing that it fs used as an occasional residence for 
Presidents of the United States.

THE READERS WAR GUIDE. 


There is one thing about the Ger- 
mans—they are about the greatest peo- 
ple in the paper to take the initiative. 
It will be remembered that they first 
declared war, and their disposition to 
beat the other fellow to it has not 
been abated a bit. It seems that when 
everybody in the paper gets settled 
down to one style of fighting, the Ger- 
mans at once resort to another. Thus, 
when the allies became a little too good 
at surging back and forth upon the 
front page, the Germans suddenly went 
over on the second page and burrowed 
down.

‘Whatever surprises 
there have been In the paper have been 
furnished by the Germans. Goodness 
knows what they will do next. The 
Weather Bird, who gets about tn the 
paper a good deal, says all the allies 
are on the verge of nervous prostra- 
tion. Even where they are doing very 
well, as the Russians on the third and 
fourth pages are, for instance, they 
still feel that the Germans are cooking 
up something on them and that they 
are all about to be blown up. The 
Weather Bird has made a psychological 
study of this about-to-be-blown-up feel- 
ing. He says it has rendered this war 
unlike any other war in history. That 
natural zest for battle which all men 
have has been dimin.ened by it to such 
an extent that none of the allies may 
be sald to be enjoying the fighting.

Thus, there was no action in the 
destruction of the three British cruis- 
ers. At a time when no one suspecte4 
the enemy te be about, something sud- 
denly let go, and at least two of the 
ships went down without firing a shut. 
The Weather Bird says the feeling with 
respect to the German Zeppelins is 
exactly that of one walking under a 
staging upon which there are swinging 
in midair about seven painters.

Charles Fricke, Blinded by Rain, 
Fatally Injured by Grocer’s 
Automobile. 


One man was killed, five persons were 
injured in accidents, buildings were 
damaged by lightning and streets and 
cellars were flooded in the severe rain- 
storm which began at noon yesterday 
and continued with spurts of severity 
all afternoon and through the night and 
this morning. 

Charles Fricke, 30 years old, a clerk, 
suffered injuries which resuited in his 
death when he was struck by the auto- 
mobile of Mathias Kaemmerer. a »#ro- 
cer, of 4300 College avenue, at Grand 
and Hebert streets in a blinding rain 
last night. 

Fricke was crossing in front of 313! 
North Grand avenue and, according to 
witnesses, appeared not to see the ma- 
chine, which was going north, until it 
was within a few feet of him. He at- 
tempted to threw himself onto the hood 
of the machine, but fell when it struck 
him and was run over. 

Kaemmerer stopped his machine and 
carried Fricke, who was unconscious, to 
the Christian Hospital, a few doors 
away. After treatment there Fricke was 
taken to the city hospital, where he 
died. His skull was fractured.

AMPLIFIES GERM THEORY 
"OF INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


‘Dr. Flexner Now Believes Di- 
sease Is Transmitted Through 
Agency of “Carriers.” 


BAL/TIMORE, Md., Oct. 9.—Dr. Simon 
Flexner, head of the Rockefeller Instt- 
tute for Medical Research, speaking at 
the Johns Hepkins Hospital University 
cslebration yesterday, amplified re- 
marks he made at a meeting of phy- 
sicians in Saratoga, N. Y., last month 
regarding his discovery of the germ 
which causes infantile paralysis. 

A year ago Dr. Fiexner told the Johns 
Hopkins Medical Gociety that he be- 
lieved he had succeeded in cultivating 
the germ of the disease which Kills so 
many children. Formerly the germ had 
not been visible with a high-power 
microscope, 

When he made his prior announce- 
ment he had not been successful in re- 
producing the disease in animals by 
injection of the culture of this germ. 
He explained further yesterday hew he 
had at last accomplished that purpose 
and obtained preef which he regarded 
as being irresistible that the disease is 
caused by-a germ. The doctor said he 
believed that the disease was transmit- 
ted through the respiratory channels, 
rather than by insects, as some have 
held. 

He advanced the theory that perfectly 
healthy persons often carry the germ 
in their bodies and infect children; that 
there are “carriers” of infantile pa- 
ralyeis, just as it is known there are 
“carriers” of typhoid or diphtheria.

ors. 

“Taking the market as a whole, 
it may be said that the total trans- 
actions of the day were the largest 
that have been negotiated a any time 
since the Huropean war disturbance 
began. There was a good business 
done in unlisted bonds, especially in 
high-grade municipal issues, which 
were well taken by banks and indi- 
viduals. 

It was significant that the prices 
paid for these securities were, in 
many oases, very near the level of 
the last official quotations. Some of 
the municipalities which have found 
it difficult to sell bonds will put out 
short-term notes in the near future. 

“The demand for these securities is
